up with ermine. ‘fhere are also a seeptre and an orb, 


made for the Consort of James II., and subsequently altered 
to meet the unique position of King William and Queen 
Mary. These are still in their place in the Jewel House. 
It is understood that considerable alterations will be made 
in the crown that will be used for Queen Alexandra's 
Coronation, enhancing both its worth and beauty. So far, 
the character of these changes has not been decided, but 
drawings and designs have been submitted for the approval 
ot Their Majesties. It has been said that the alterations 
would include the addition of the historic Koh-i-noor 
diamond to Queen Alexandra’sccrown, but it is highly 
unprobable that the gem will be thus placed.

Horseshoe Falls of Nisgara in a barrel, is to be con- 
gratulated with not only escaping with her life, but with 
very little more than a severe shaking. The feat wes an 
unparalleled one, while her experiences during the brief 
period trom the time she was cast adrift to the moment she 
was taken out of the water were sufficiently thrilling for 
the inost-fastidious lover of adventure. The barrel in which 
she uceomplished her self-set task was made of the strongest 
wood procurable, securely bound round with steel hoops, and 
weighted heavily at the bottom. Inside were straps fitted 
for the shoulders and arms, while cushions were placed at 
top and bottom to break the force of concussion. It was 
filled with air, through the medium of a rubber tube 
attached to it, pumped in by means of a bicycle pump. 


The First Attempt was frustrated by the strength 
of the wind and water, but a second was more successful. 
After being cut adrift the barrel was speedily drawn into 
the current, and went straight as an arrow for the Falls, 
bobbing ap and down like a cork, until it. made the great 
plunge of about 165 feet. Thousands watched the little 
craft, expecting to see it dashed to pieces in the seething 
waters below, but a minute or two after its fall it bobbed 
ap again, and was swept along by the current, and again 
disappeared. Coming to the surface once more, it floated to 
| the Canadian side of the stream, and was finally caught by 
some men in waiting, who hauled it ashore. Before, how- 
ever, its occupant could be got out, the rescuers were 
| obliged to saw off the top of the barrel and remove some of 

the hoops. She was then found to be somewhat bruised and

Any good garden soil will grow 
the Monarda quite well, and, unlike some plants, 
that tire of the soil after a couple of years, the bee- 
balm may be grown for a very considerable time 
without depreciation to any grcat extent. Wherever 
striking und showy flowers are required the Monarda 
may be grown. In any firm, sandy soil adjacent to a
